bears au inseription in German, stating that it
is the glze of the Tenth General Sengerlest,
held in Philadelphia from July 18 to July 18,
1867. This fine specimen of the silversmith's
art was mauulsctured by George Bharpe aund
Obristian Laug, of this city., and is certainly o
credit to the jngenuity and workmanship of
I'niladelphia mechanios,

Military Instruction in Colleges.
Mijor Whittlesey, of the regular army, has,
under tLe divection of Genperal Grang, snd by
¢pecial order of Becretary Stunton, after con-
sultailon with the authorities of the priucipal
colleges of the United States, wmaturcd a plau
for the introduction ot « system of military la-
struction into the colleges, J
1he plan proposed by Major Whittlesey is in
the lorm of an Act, which it Is expecied Con-
press will pass at an early day. Iv provides
that uvpon the nﬂpllcauou of any estublished
college baving the atiendance of two huodred
students, the President of the United States
ghall detail an army officer to act as a military
prolestor, and while so employed 1o havethe
rank and pay ol a lleutevant-colovel, if he
has served twenty years in the army, and
il he has the rauk and pay of a major.
The President shall Hkewise delail a compe-
tent licutenant of the army to act a8 wili-
tary assistant. Whevever uny college has esta-
bliched a covrse of instruction in military
studies, this act provides thutth enecessary text
pooks shall be lseoed gratuitously to the sto-
dents, and a suitable collection of mihtary
pooke of relercnee be ndded to the college
itbrary, and military maps, models, eic,, be
furnished for the leeture-room. The course
ot study is to comprige “‘Imsmruction in the

Theory of Ordpunce, Projectiles and Gan-
nery, in Militury Engineering, in  Mihtary
Law and the Practice of Courts Martial,

and in the Artof War,” It §s provided that
from each cluss as 1t gradoates dve shall be
selected who have distinemshed themselves for
general proficiency in the collegiate course,
special altainments 1n military science, and ol
good morasl character and of sound heaith, aud
that the names of these tve sbail be pubhshel
